1« We have felt for scmne time that our sharing of the responsibility for 
leaflet distribution with VALUABLE is to our distinct disadvantage. We are proo^ted 
to raise this point at this time because of the VALUABLE leaflet drop of 27 August 
reported in £1 J » This inaocurate navigation j duplloatlng another ZRGR0WH 

exploit at the beginning of the BGEFIIMD/VALUAHLE leaflet program can have no favor- 
able results for us and may expose H THEI GH to unseleome ridicule. The alternating 
drop system now in effect presents BCBP15ND with other problems as well, VALUABLE 
frequently postpones its leaflet missions^ thus retarding the entire BGVIEHD/VALUABLE 
p/h schedule and inconveniencing this J „ We have also encountered difficulty 

and incurred additional expenses in the delivery of material to BQBIBDT for dropping 
tgr VALUABLE. 

2, In liidit of the above, we submit that it would be advantageous to the 
project for this station to assume full responsibility for distribution of Bd^XEND/ 
VALUABLE leaflets, Althoui^ our crew was responsible for the leaflets dropped In 
TPBOACH in March 1951, they now have had extensive experience in overflying SMWAAHOO 
and also have the benefit of on the apet iseteerolegieal serviee, 1^ 'assuming 
responsibility for all DfifAAIiOO leaflet drops we would have the further advantage 
of another eontrol on P^f material prepared by the (^DERVOB's, We would be in a 
position to prevent the use of inept leaflets like the one described In 1685*^AGNU 
an d dropped by VALDABLB en their raid of 24 Juno, Wo would also be able to keep an 
aoourate target saturation record as a planning guide. This is impossible now be- 
cause VALUABLE infonss us only of the flight path of their leaflet raids* 

3* Wc realise that the oembiacd B(VIE{&>/VALUABLE leaflet distribation program 
is an activity close to c ^ ^c heart* On the oceasion of his replacement however^ 
it nay be poecible to effect this change in prcoodurc gracefully* Wc hope W achington 
will find an effort in this direction werbhi thC: risk of antagonising QIQ'IIBVOIU
